conditions  tliat  occurred  in  the 
world. 

EVOLUTION  of  RBUOIONS 

Dr.  Bowman  traced  the  chanse 
which  had  been  brought  about  in 
religion  whuh,  in  the  earlier  form.s 
found  in  the  world,  depended  in 
large  measure  upon  sacrifices  and 
burnt  offerings  TliLs  was  all 
changed  when  one  day  there  came 
a  Nasarene  who  walked  among  the 
people  and  lived  the  concept  of  the 
religious  ttfe.  Jesus  has  found  Ood 
and  tried  to  awaken  the  people  of 
his  age  to  a  similar  experience.  It 
was  a  personal  religion  that  he 
taught  The  appeal  from  then  on 
was  to  the  spiritual  in  religion. 

The  spiritual  side  was  lost  to  some 
extent  as  time  went  on,  beeanse  man 
was  too  childish  to  grssp  the  true 
meaning.  It  beeame  rittwUstic  in 
keeping  with  the  needs  of  the  day 
People  leaned  upon  the  visible 
signs  and  the  external  elements. 

As  time  went  on.  the  spiritual  In- 
sight would  be  m..ie  and  mere  in 
evidence.  Sheer  or  true  religion  wa.s 
the  inner  oonoeptlon  of  Ood.  The 
fundamantals  of  this  were  laki  dow 
by  Jesus. 

CHANGELESS  CHRIST 

Rev.  Elbert  Paul,  dealing  with  the 
subject  of  "Tlie  Changeless  Christ 
for  the  World  of  Today, '  alluded  to 
the  fact  that  It  was  sometimes  said 
that  the  world  had  materially 
changed,  and  that  it  was  now  a  new 
worUL  Modem  aeienee,  he  declared, 
had  rather  htfped  one  to  under- 
stand what  a  weadaftal  werkl  this 

was. 

New  .social  probleoM  had  been 
created  in  the  world  with  new  dls- 
cover'es.  The  economics  of  l.V) 
years  ago.  therefore,  did  not  fit  In 
with  i»-esent-day  conditions. 

"The  world,  hi  Its  needs  In  a  reli- 
gious way,  WSJ  not  fundamentaUy 
changed  since  the  thna  of  Qfarlst. 
This  was  true  because,  while  history 
changed  the  world,  the  units,  the 
human  beings,  did  not  funda- 
mentally < '  . 

ALWAlfh  AFPLiCABLE 

The  rdigfam  of  Jesua  was  appli- 
cable to  every  ag%  Xq.  this  connec- 
tion he  recalled  several  of  the  par- 
ables which  had  been  ased  to 
present  the  truth  to  the  people  of 
His  day.  and  which  the  speaker  said 
were  just  as  applicable  today  as 
they  were  in  the  time  of  Chri.st.  The 
teaching  of  Christ  fitted  in  to  all 
the  political  and  the  social  sltiui- 
Uons  of  the  present  day  as  in  his 
own  time. 

The  academic  and  the  technical 
had  been  foimd  wanting  fa)  Che 
crisis  that  aroee,  because  they 
lacked  the  vital  touch  iieces.sary 
for  men.

Viscount  Ishii  does  not  believe  that  the 
United  States  would  Interfere  with  Japan,  "in  her 
pa(  inc  and  natural  expansion  in  the  Orient.' 
He  believes  such  an  attempt  "highly  improb- 
able," but  there  Is  the  warning,  as  well,  that  an 
attempt  of  that  character  could  not  be  tolerated 
As  well,  the  Viscount  sees  no  possible  chance  of 
Japan  being  "so  foolish"  as  to  Interfere  unduly 
in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  for  such  interference 
would  mean  war.

When  the  youngster  Is  very 
young,  a  baby,  in  fact,  the  mother 
^«»,*ta»o«t  to  the  ounce  Just 
what  Its  weight  should  be.  Mothers 
who  do  not  own  scales,  rent  them 
for  a  few  months,  so  tliat  careful 
watch  can  be  made  of  the  weight. 

However,  when  the  youngBter 
grows  older,  she  is  not  Just  so  sure 
of  the  weekly  or  monthly  gain  that 
should  be  OMde,  and  this  uncer- 
tainty Is  a  seuroe  of  worry  to  some 
mothers. 

Men  and  women  have  no  dlfH- 
culfy  about  this,  because  the  \*cight 
does  not  cliange,  the  amount  of 
food  meeting  the  nttde  of  ttat  body. 

With  chUdiea  tUMi  HmmM  tm  an 
mateaae  m  weight,  although  the 
rate  of  increase  is  not  the  same  at 
all  ages,  nor  la  it  the  same  In  all 
children. 

What  is  considered  the  average 
number  of  pounds  youngsters 
ehould  inoreaae  al  various  ages? 

Beginning  with  the  saeond  up  to 
the  twelfth  year,  the  average  gain 
in  boys  and  girls  should  be  about 
five  pounds  a  year. 

Beginning  with  the  twelfth  year 
In  boys,  the  weight  Increase  Is  al- 
most twice  as  much,  that  is,  ten 
pounds,  during  the  twelfth,  thir- 
teenth and  fourteenth  year,  and  as 
much  as  fifteen  pounds  during  the 
fifteenth  and  sixteenth  years. 

roe  girls  the  weight  merease  be- 
comes much  greater,  beginning  at 
eleven  years,  so  thst  st  the

It  should  be  nine  pounds. 

As  you  know,  this  gi  ater  Increase 
at  these  years  is  because  the  bcw  la 
Artiiur  i)err,|,iing  a  man  and  the  girl  « 
woman,  and  nature  not  only  in- 
creases the  weight  more  at  this 
time,  but 'also  the  height  and  width. 

Atfents  then  should  watch  the 
weight  of  their  chUdrcn  These 
flglVBS  ai'e,' after  all.  only  average 
figures,  and  a.s  long  as  the  lncrea.se 
Is  gradual  and  the  youngster  eats 
well,  sleeps  well,  and  llKe.s  to  play 
outdoors  with  other  children,  there 
is  no  need  to  worry  if  the  weight 
increase  Is  not  exactly  according  tO 
the  Tiijurps  given  above. 

If,  however,  there  Is  no  gradual 
increase,  or  if  the  taierease  is  much 
below  thass  figures,  then  the 
Ppunoier  should  be  examined  by 
the  faaatty  deotor  to  trylo 
the  reason.
